instructions implementing behavior of the block diagram model, said generating 
comprising; 

generating computer program instructions for the components of the block 
diagram model that are marked as critical; and 

ignoring the components of the block diagram model that are marked non- 
critical so that no computer program instructors are generated for the 
components of the block diagram model that are marked as non-critical.
